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Dear Sir: 

This paper is filed in response to the Notice of Abandonment dated September 15, 
2003. Please consider the following statement of facts in support of the Petition to Revive the 
application for Unintentional Abandonment. 
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The Patent Office has stated that the above-referenced appUcation has gone 
abandoned for failure to reply to the Notice of Missing Parts mailed on June 14, 2001. Even 
though Baker Botts LLP, Applicant's attorney, filed a timely a Request for Continued 
Examination ("RCE") with amended claims in reply to the Notice of Missing Parts, the executed 
declaration fi"om the inventors was never filed as we never received it. 

We had inquired as to the status of the application several times over the past 
year, hi our first inquiry, on February 3, 2003 we were initially told that the application was in 
the Abandonment section. Shocked to hear this, we explained to the Patent Office that we filed 
an RCE in response to the Notice of Missing Parts, and had not received any further 
correspondence. The representative fi'om the Patent Office told us to call again in few days after 
she had time to research the case. When we inquired again on February 6, 2003 the Patent 
Office informed us that the application was no longer in the Abandonment section but instead 
was sent over to the "Technology Center" to await examination as of February 4. On June 3, 
2003 we inquired again as to the status and were informed that the application was in the 
"Technology Center," and still had not been assigned to an Examiner. On August 21, 2003 we 
inquired again as to the status and were informed that it still had not been assigned to an 
Examiner. Further, that representative informed us she did not know how long it would be until 
it was assigned. The Patent Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment to us on September 15, 
2003. On September 30, 2003 after being told who the correct person was to speak to, and again 
on October 3, 2003 we left voicemail messages for a representative at the Patent Office (Ms. 
Doshie Day) who could inform us as to the correct status of the application. Ms. Day retumed 
our call on October 9, informing us that the RCE with the amended claims was insufficient to 
respond to the Notice of Missing Parts, and that therefore, the application was abandoned. We 
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informed her of oixr previous attempts to determine the status, and the fact that the Patent Office 
never sent us a Notice of Abandonment until almost two years after it deemed the application 
abandoned. She informed us that we should file a petition to revive for unintentional 
abandonment.
